Spiders Tlial Hart Fisli. 


There are certain large sea spiders 


(two feet from toe to toe), Collosendeis 
gigas, that live in tbe water and feed 
entirely upon mollusks and worms. 
Tho carnivorous wolf spider, an am- 
phibious inhabitant of the tropical re- 
gions of South America, is said to pre- 
fer a lish diet, though it is not averse 
to eating mice, young birds and evea 
snakes, resembling in this respect the 
thuraphosidae, or bird catching spiders 
of India and Queensland, some of 
which equal a ra* in size. The collo- 
scndois is the most formidable speci- 
men of tho spider family, measuring 
G Inches around the body and pos- 
sessing 12 long, hairy legs, with which 
it grips its fiuny prey. It attacks fish 
several times larger than Itself, and 
after biting them through the back and 
stinging them to death gluts itself by 
sucking the juices from the bodies of 
its victims.—Portland Oregonlan.
